The flow 
this morning started with a great 
rush of gas that tore away a T that 
had been fastened on the top of the 
casing and wrecked a large part of

ered and heightened with the pulsation 
of the gas pressure. For the most 
part the oil fell back into the sump 
holes that had been prepared for it

THIEF 
F ADMITS CRIMES. 


| CATCH LEADER OF 
GANG TAKING GOODS. 


Prisoner Whe Is Arrested at San 
Bernardine Declares He Is Re- 


sponsible for the Robberies and the 
Other Men Captured Just Helped 
Collect the Stuff, 


SAN BERNARDINO, March 12.— 
Fred McKee, confessed freight thief, 
who persenally conducted what is de- 
clared to be the most thorough opera- 
tions against the freight service of the 
three transcontinental railroads operat- 
ing tn this valley on record, was landed 
in jan shortiy after 2 o'clock this 
morning through the efforts of Under 
Sheriff Charlies Ward, assisted by sev- 
eral deputies and rallroad officers. 

McKee was caught red-handed. He 
had boarded the Santa Fé “‘red-ball” 
freight at Los Angeles, and west of 
Rialto. where the officers were in hid- 
ing, he rolled from one of the cars 


valuable freight. The cases broke open 
as they struck the ground, scattering 
merchandise in all directions. When 
the freight reached Rialto, McKee 
leaped to the ground, hurried back 
the half-mile to the place where he had 
ditched his plunder. 

As he approached on a run his quick 
eyes noticed that the plunder had not 
been collected by his confederates, as 
Nad been the custom. He called sus- 
piciously for Fred Alvarado, who was 
locked up with two others yesterday. 
McKee was about to turn and run 
when he was covered by guns held by 
the and surrendered without 


resista 

Bilt oR employed by the three 
railroads were put to work today 
checking over the vast amount of 
plunder found in the Méxican homes 
at South Colton, and trying to trace 
it to the various freight consignments 
missing. This task will require at

McKee confesses his part in the 
thefts. He admits it was he who, un- 
aided, ransacked the cars, and that 
the Mexicans merely acted as confed- 
erates to cart the loot away. He says 
that twelve others are implicated, but 
refuses to divulge their identity. The 
prisoners will be arraigned before Jus- 
tice of the Peace Hanna of Colton, on 
charges of burglary.

HE ASSESSORS’ PUZZLES. 

It is March in California, and with the old 
war month of the Latins comes the modern war be- 
tween the assessors and the property-holders. All 
owners of property are required to make a state- 
ment to the Assessor of the county (if in the city 
also to the City Assessor) giving a complete list of 
all parcels owned by each individual. The assessors 
in Southern California are now engaged in getting 
their blanks prepared, and these will be mailed to 
all taxpayers in a very short time, with the obli- 
gation of filling them out and returning them 
promptly. The duty is a disagreeable one! but

Playgrounds are maintained in 76 of the 158 
cities included in the report, and the city appropria- 
tions for playgrounds increased from $516,277 in 
1906 to $741,912 in 1907. More than one-third of 
the amount was appropriated by New York, the 
cities next in order being Milwaukee, Washington 
Private contributions for play- 
grounds were greatest in Washington. 
acreage devoted to playgrounds was greatest in In- 
dianapolis, followed by New York, Boston and Balti. 
more. In New York most of the area devoted to 
playgrounds was connected with publie schools, 
while in other cities named most of the 
area was in city parks. 

Los Angeles is abreast of the other big cities 
the playgrounds movement, but it is behind in pub- 
lie baths, drinking fountains and zoélogical parks. 
Shame to say, it is slovenly and careless in the up- 
keep of what parks it has.

Action Is Taken in Probate Court 
for the Appointment of a Guardian 
for Minor Girl, Said to Be the Issue 
of the Late Horseman and Lillian 
J. Ashley. 


The estate of millions lett by Ellas 
Jackson (“Lacky”) Baldwin has been 
attacked from another source. 

On a line with the action taken by 
the Probate Court in consenting to the 
appointment of Charles Temple as ad- 
ministrator of the estate of Mrs. A. W. 
M. DeTemple, in order that Temple 
might bring an action to quiet title 
to a portion of Ranchos Merced and 
Filipe de Lugo, another petition was 
filed in the Superior Court, Indicating 
a contest of the will of Baldwin. 

The petitioner in the case is Leo J. 
Maguire, ho asks that he be ap- 
pointed guardian of Beatrice Anita 
Baldwin, aged 14 years, daughter ot 
Lillian J. Ashley, now khown as Lil- 
lian J. Turnbull, of Boston. The young 
woman being a minor, it ig necessary 
that a guardian be appointed to main- 
tain an action involving a contest of 
the Baldwin will. 

It is set out that there is need of a 
guardian of the estate of the Baldwin 
girl, that conststs of one-third of the 
estate of E. J. Baldwin, provided, how- 
ever, that before the computation of 
the interest is made, there shall be de- 
ducted from the estate the one-third; 
thereof, which under the law of Cali- 
fornia, the Widow of FE. J. Baldwin 
would have been entitled to if Bald- 
win had died intestate. 

ONLY LEGITIMATE CHILD. 

It is further alleged that the minor 
was born in the city of Los Angeles 
December 7, 1893.

Judging from contracts placed with 
Los Angeles machinery houses, the In- 


dians out at Soboba are undismayed — 


by the catastrophes attending Brook 
Farm and other “high-brow” codépera- 
tive colonies. They have looked upon 
the white man’s ways for a century or 
0 and they can't see anything in most 
of them. 

They are going back to their old 
tribal life—but with modern improve- 
ments. They have declined with thanks 
to become white men. They are going 
to have the old tribal assembly house, 
like their forefathers; but they are 
going to have it lighted. with electric 
lights and heated with 


gas. 
They are going to till the trival. 


lands as they did for countless cen- 
turies before the white men arrived, 
but they are going to till with modern 
machinery.and irrigate the lands with 
water pumped by electric and gasoline 
engines. 

The Sobobas say they have decided 
to refuse to become white men on ac- 
count of the disasters that have at- 
tended their old friends, the Indians at 

la. 

The Sobobas are a peaceful, kindly, 
fat people whom the first white men 
found living on the slope of the hot 
San Jacinto hills. The high plateaus 
of the “Ramona country“ were then 
covered with grazing deer and the 
bobas practiced farming in a crud 
simple way. 

By the encroachments of the white 
men and the Mexicans, they were driv- 
en back to the foothills where the gov- 
ernment set aside a reservation for 
them. There are some 4800 acres set 
aside by executive order and about 750 
to which they have possessory title as 
long as they remain there as a tribe. 

WORK FOR WHITE MEN. 

Here and there they have planted 
little garden patches, but have made 
no general attempt to support them- 
selves by farming. They have eked 
out a living by working around on the 
white mens’ ranches. 

Within the last year or so, the v 
ernment has been at work in Southern 
California on its well-known recent 
policy of turning the Indians into white 
men. It divides the reservation lands 
into farms, piants the Indian farmer 
thereon and ves him to his own re- 


sources. 
The Indian department ts now ap- 
2 the land of the Pala agency 
which the unfortunate Warner's 
ranch Indians were removed. The So- 
bobas have been watching this appor- 
tieonment with interest, inasmuch as 
they knew it was proposed by the gov- 
ernment to also set them up in busily 
ness 


They found that each Pala Indian is 
to receive but two acres of land with 
water and some seven acres of grazing 
land. This grazing land is so steep 
and unpromising that one of the gov- 
ernment agents has reported to Wash- 
ington that it would take 190 acres of it 
to support a cow. These conditions be-

HINESE WALL 
REACHES THIBET. 


AMERICAN EXPLORER TRACES ITS 
FULL COURSE.

Material in the Vast Werk Would 
Build a Double Wall Six Feet High 
Around the Earth—A Hitherte Un- 
known Portion Has Now Been Dis- 


— — 


Dr. William Edgar Geil, the explorer 
and writer who lives in Doylestown, 
Pa., started out in 1901 to study the 
most primitive races of the world wher- 
ever he could find them. He crossed 
China and Africa, in the course of his 
search and ventured farther into the 
pyemy forest of Africa than Stanley 
had gone. He was gone for four years 
and traversed 120,000 miles. The great 
Chinese wall was followed from end to 
end, and it was found, that the plan of 
the whole mighty undertaking and the 
structural design varied according to 
the conformation of the terrain. Where 
the wall passes a town like Shan-hal- 
Wel, near its eastern end, it coalesces, 
so to speak, with the mural battle- 
ments and thus supplies a lofty and 
powerful’ defence to the town itself. 
Where it crosses a plain, as it does 
before ascending the mountains, it is 
both lofty and broad, with crenelated 
Walls and room enough on the top for 
several horsemen to ride abreast. Thir- 
ty-five feet in height and thirty-nine 
in breadth are the measurements ap- 
plied by one authority. 

A broad river cuts through the wall, 
but here a substantial castie stands to 
keep watch and ward over the open- 
ing and the strategic opportunity there- | 
by afforded for access and attack. 
After this the wall proceeds to crawl 
up the face of the mountains in ig 
zag fashion, with commanding towers 
at the sallent angles. effective com- 
munication between the towers being 
provided for the defenders.
